Lppointing the Out-bringing and Delivery of a Thouſand Men, for the 
Levy of this preſent year. 


eg Se IL L! A NM by the Grace of Ginds King of Great- Britain, 
De France ard Ireland, Defender of tlie Faithz To 
1/70 1['S: Macers of Our Pri. 
vy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Qur Sheriffs in that part, 
Conjunaly and feverallys ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting 3 
Forzſmuch, as by the Thirty thicd AR of the laſt Sefton 
of this Our Current Parliamentz We, with Advice and 
Conſent of the Eſtates of Par)iament, did Statute and Or- 
dain, That for the Service of the preſent War, eirher at Home or Abroad, 
there ſhould be Furniſhed to Us, the Number of One thouſand Men yearly, 
when We ſhould Require themy to be Proportioned and Levy=d,Conform to 
the Rules and Proportions Contained in the AR 1663, Intituled Cdn bums 
ble Tender to His Sacred Majeſty, of the Duty and Loyalty of his ancient King» 
dow of Scotland, as to the Twenty thouſand Foot therein mentioned: And 
that the ſaid thoufand Men ſhould be Furniſhed and Levyed, without any 
Charge or Burd.n of Money on the Country whatſomever : [n this manner, 
viz, That the Commiſhoners of Supply tor the reſpeRtive Bounds, where the 
ſeveral Proportions ſhall fall ; firſt Defign, and cauſe be given, the Idle, 
Looſe, and Vagabond Perſons lyable by the former Aqs of Parliament, to 
be Seized by Sheriffs, and who have not Wife and Children, to make up the 
foreſaid Number, And in the nex: place, ſhall Cauſe all the young Fencible 
Men of the Bounds, not having Wife and Children, and who are not Menial 
or Domeſtick Servants to any Heretor, but Earn their Living by day!y Wa- 
ges, or by Termly Hyre payed them by other Maſters for their Handy-labour, 
to Meet at certain Days and Places; and there by Lot, in T 5rowing of the 
Dice, or otherways, as they ſhall think fitz to Determine, which of them ſhall 
go forth to Serve as Souldiersz with this Provifion, that the forcſaids Per- 
ſons being all firſt Liſted by the ſaids Commiſſioners, and. appointed to Meet 
as ſaid is:If any of them (hall be abſent, any Heretorto be appointed by the aids 
Commifſioners,ſhall Throw for him:and ifthe Lot ſhall fall upon that Perſon 
abſent, or if he ſhall be otherways deſigned to be put forth by the faids Come 
mifſioners, he ſhall be lyable in all time thereaiter as a Deſcrter, ficklike as if 
he had been preſent : And with this Encouragement to the whole forefaids 
| Perſons to be put torth in manner foreſaid, That they ſhall have Twenty 
Pounds Scots payed them in ready Money by the Officer who receives them, 
at the fight of one of the ſajds Commiſſioners, And in the next placezthat there 
being put forth and Engaged as ſaid is, ſhall not oblige them longer to be and - 
continue Souldiers, than for the ſpace of three Years, and to the firſt of No- 
 vember after the ſaids three Years, from the time of their Engagement, 'at 
which time they ſhall bave an Authentick free Paſs. And We Conſidering, 
that both the Seaion of the year, and the preſent Exigencies of Our Service, 
doth Require the foreſaid Number of. One thouſand Men, to be Furniſhed 
and Levyed for this preſent Tear, with all Diſpatch and Expedition. There- 
fore, We with Advice of the Lords of Qur Privy Council, Require and 
Command the Commiſhoners of SuPPIY, of the ſeveral Shires, Stewartries, 
and 


and Burghs within this Kingdoin, upon this fide of Tay, to Meet at the 
Head: Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries foreſ3ids, upon Thurſday the 
Nineteen day of March curcant : And the Commiſſioners of Supply for all 
the reſt of this Kingdom, at the Head. Burghs of their reſpeQive Shires and 
Stewartries, upon 7eeſday the laſt day of the fatd Month of March, with Cer- 
tification to ſuch ofthera who ſhall not Mcetythey (hall be lyable each of them, 
to the Penalties contained inthe Ads of Parliament, made anent the Militia - 
And there to proceed,defign,& have in Readineſs,in manner,and conform to 
the AR of Parliament above-mentioned, and Method therein ſet down, the 
particular Number of Men reſpeRive after-mentioned, And for the better 
Providing thereof, to Appoinr particular Commiſſioners or Heretors, within 
the ſeveral Bounds which they (hall find lyable toOutreik, one Man or more, 
to make up particularLiſts,and fee the Lots duely Caſten,in the Terms of the fore. 
ſaid At of Parliament, with Certification to ſuch Heretors, who after due Intima- 
tion of the Commiſſioners Orders for that EffeR, ſhall tail in Obſervance thereof, 
They hal be liable in the Sum and Penalty of an hundred Pounds Scots, for 
each Man that ſhal be wanting through their not Attendance at the days pre- 
Excd to make up the Liſts, and caſt the Lots contorm to the forefaid AR of 
Parliamentz and to have duely Defigned and Levied at the Days after mentie 
oned? The foreſaid compleat Number of one thouſand Men ready to be Deli. 
vered to the Officers to be ſent by Order of Our Privy Council, or of Sir Tho- 
mas Livingſton, Commander in Chief of Our Forces within this Kirgdom,. to 
2 eceive them at the reſpeRive Head-Burghs of the Shires Uncer-Written, u- 
pon Payment of the Twenty pounds Scots, in manner Above-menttoned,upon 
the Days after ſet down, viz Theſe for the Shires of Roxburgh, Selkirk, Ber 
wick, Hiddingtown, Peebles, Edinburgh, and Linlithgow Shire - Ana theſe 
for the Sheriffdoms of Drumfrics, Wigt. n, Stewartry of Kirkcudbrightz The 
Shires of Air, Renfrew, and Lanerk, with the Shires of Sterling, and Clacke 
manan, Fife, and Kinrofez And theſe for the Shires of Argyle, Dumbarton; 
2nd Bute, with theſe for the Town of Edinburgh, Leith, and Cannongate 
at the reſpeRtive Head Burghs thereof, upon the ſecond day of A-
